Geneologist Says William O’ Brian, 
First American Ancestor, Fought 
With King James. 





William Jennings Bryan’s first Ameri- 
can ancestor was William O’Brian, a 
Captain in King James’s Irish Army in 
the war against.

DUKE OF MANCHESTER 
DEBTS AGAIN IN COURT 


C. I. Hamilton Asks to Have Will 
of Duchess Constraed to Collect 
$31,390 Judgment. 


A new effort by Clarence.I. Hamilton 
to -¢ollect a judgment for $31,390 ob- 
tained against ‘William Angus ~Drogo 
Montague, the Duke of Manchester,- on 
an assigned claim for. moneys loaned, 
was made in the Supreme Court yester- 
day: when Hamilton's, attorney filed an 
action to construe the will of the Duke's 
mother, Consuelo, the Dowager Duchess 
of Manchester. - ; 

The complaint asks the court to rule 
that the trust created for the benefit 
of the Duke is illégal and that the 
property contained in it beheld to be the 
separate property of the Duke, out of 
which claims against’him in this ’‘coun- 
try may -be collected. The Appellate 
Division upheld recently the contention 
of the United States Trust Company, 
trustee under the will of the Dowager 
Duchess, that it has power to with- 
hold any part of the income of the

Analyzes Darwin's Views. 


Note that ‘‘science has nothing to do 
with Christ, except in so far as the 
habit of scientific research makes @ 
man cautious in admiting evidence.” 
Stated plainly, that simply. means that 
“the habit, of scientific research!’ 
‘wakes one cautious in accepting the 
only ‘evidence that we have of Christ’s 
existence; mission, teachings, cruci- 
fixion and resurrection, namely the 
-evidence found in the Bible. To. make 
this interpretation of his words the 
only possible one, he adds ‘‘for myself,

Shanghai is many-sided. It ig unique 
among the cities of the world. It al- 
most is indescribable. When described 
in detail it seems impossible that it is 
true. 

The place that now. constitutes the 
Port of Shanghai has. something more 
than 2,000,000 population. Of-these about 


40,000 are foreigners. ‘The latest fig-- 


ures show approximately 18,000 Japan- 
ese, 8,000 Russians, 7,000 British, 4,000 
Americans, 1,000 French, 900 Germans, 
700 Portuguese, 300 Italians, 300 Dutch 
and the remainder spread among fifty 
other nationalities. Thus the 2,000,000 
Chinese outnumber the foreigners fifty 
to one. 

The Port of Shanghai area comprises 
five distinct municipalities. Two of them 
are foreign and three are Chinese. The 
port is strung along the Whangpoo River 
for about twelve miles, including the 
town of Wusung, where the Whang- 
poo enters the southern mouth of the 
Yangtse and where large ships fre- 
quently anchor. The port lies on both 
banks of the Whangpoo, which here is 
a stream of half a mile width with 
strong tidal: currents. At the. point 
where Soochow Creek enters the Whang- 
poo the river makes a right-angle bend, 
and a mile further upstream it makes 
another right-angle bend, formipg a 
letter 8, 

Take the five municipalties in order. 
First, at the upper turn of the S is the 
ancient town of Shanghai (or Nantai), 
which was there -when the foreigners 
came. Once it was walled, but now 
where the walls were are wide streets 
on which street cars operate. Separated 
only by the width of one of those streets 
from Nantai is the ‘‘French Concession,”’ 
the ‘area which was set apart for the 
French to live in. Continuing down the 
river, next is the ‘‘Foreign Settlements” 
(usually called the International Settle- 
ment) separated from the French Con- 
cession only by a wide boulevard, which 
a few years ago was a noisesome creek. 

The Foreign Settlements are on the 
north bank of the river and extend be- 
yond the Soochow Creek (which is 
bridged in eight or ten places to carry 
streets across) for about five miles.in an 
irregular strip which bends at right 
angles near its middle. Thereon and con- 
tigious with the Foreign Settlements by 
only the width of boundary streets be- 
tween is the Chinese municipality of 
Chapel, which is a large factory dis- 
trict. -On the south bank of the_river 
and extending opposite the Foreign Set- 
tlements and the French Concession for 
miles is the Chinese administrative 
district of Poo-tung, with extensive 
wharves, factories and warehouses dn 
China termed godowns). 

So that is Shanghai in administrative 
and physical outline. 


Foreigners Fired on Mud Fiate. 


In 1842, when a British naval squad- 
ron forced its way past the forts at 
Wusung and compelled the opening of 
Shanghai to forelgn commerce, thé old 
walled town probably had less than 
100,000 people. Where now exists the 
third or fourth largest seaport in the 
world then extended the flat stretches of 
the Yangtse delta. Where stands now 
“Bund” (waterfront street) 


substantial buildings and parkway, its 
dense -traffic of trams, .motor cars, 
rickshas, and variety of vehicles per- 
haps not seén anywhere else on earth, 
Was a mosquito-infested mud flat that 
was partly overflowed at every rising 
tide. that flat an area was marked 
out for the foreigners to live upon. 
From t the Shanghai of 
today has grown, painfully, 
times perilously, and struggling always 
with difficulties: that would have 
daunted a less determined and energetic 
lot of ard than those pioneer traders 
missionaries and their successors.

If one should inquire of any foreign 
resident of. Shanghai as to how this im- 
portant place was created it is practi- 
cally certain that the afiswer would be: 
“The foreigners built it." And probably 
would be added: ‘And precious little 
thanks they get from the Chinese for 
having done it.” 

Did the foreigners build Shanghai? - 

In fact they did, not. The Chinese 


‘| built Shanghai: but the foreigners man-: 


aged the job, and without their initia- 
tive and management Shanghai in all 
probability never would have gotten 
built; surely would not in so short a 
time have arrived where the port is 

now. 

What made Shanghal 

A ‘city must have people he live tn it 
and work in it or it cannot grow,. and 
of the people who now live and work in 
the area of the Port of Shanghai about 
98 per cent. are Chinese. Of the people 
who live, work and transact business in 
the combined foret concessions about 
95 per cent. are ese. the Chinese 
moved out what would happen to the 
settlements? And conversely, if the 
Chinese never had moved in how could 
the settlements have been built? 


Chingse Pay 90 Per Cent. of the Taxes. 


Who.owns Shanghai? _ 

It is not possible to obtain exact sta- 
tistics because of the complicated sys- 
tem of owning and taxing property in 
these settlements, but the lowest esti- 


‘mate of the proportion of property 


owned by Chinese in the foreign’ conces- 
sions is 80 per cent. of the total prop- 
erty valuation, and some. well-informed 
foreigners here place the proportion as 
high as 95 pér cent. 

“But,” the foreigners here say, 
“when calculating how Shanghal grew. 
into what it is don’t leave out the most 
important factor—government. Shang- 
hai would not be possible without the 
government which the foreigners have 
given it, without the protection against 
their own miserable government to life 
and property which the governments 
of the foreigners have given to Chinese 
living in the concessions, and the ex- 
ample the foreigners have set by their 
energy and enterprise."’ 

None doubts the importance and the 
absolute need for good government in 
the development of cities and nations; 
and on the whole the foreign settle- 


ments in China are remarkably well 


managed, perhaps better managed than. 


any other towns in the world when one 
considers the extraordinary complica- 
tions and. difficulties they always have 
been subjected to. 

Yet it would be evading the issue if 
one did not point out that although 
Chinese constitute 95 per cent. of the 
population of these. settlements, own 90 
pér cent. of the property, and pay prob- 
ably 90 per cent, of the taxes, they 
have no actual representation in the 
government of the place. There are no 
Chinese on the municipal councils and 
@hinese have no vote in the election 
and appointment of the men who admin- 
ister the settlements. In recent years 
there has been a sort of effort to give 
an appeardnce of Chinese participation 
in the government of the foreign conces- 
stons by having a few Chinese ‘‘ad- 
visers’? of the municipal councils; but 
this really is little more than a subter- 
fuge, and Chinese understand that. 


How Foreigners Extended Their Area. 


The settlements here now are much 
larger in area than when they ‘first 
were delimited, and the manner and 
method of their extension provides one 
of the more serious contentions of the 
présent situation.. Some extensions, were 
legitimately obtained, but there is no 
doubt that the ‘police authority of the 
settlements has been extended in some 
instances by evasive and -extra-legal 
means.’ One way has been (since it 
became impossible any more to obtain 
the consent of the Chinese Government 
to settlements extension) for the muni- 
cipal councils to go outside the settle- 
ments limits-and privately. buy enough 
land for a road right-of-way. Then a 
road would be quietly constructed em- 
bracing a considerable area; later other 
roads laid out inside of that area giv- 
ing intercommunications and connecting 
with roads penetrating the legitimate 
settlements limits; then gradually settle- 
ments police are sent out to patrol these 
roads, which will have been marked by 
regulation foreign municipality stones; 
and thus, without making any fuss, 
the roads and the area they traverse 
will be brought within the police super- 
vision of the settlements and even the 
municipal water » mains, -lighttag and 
telephones will be provided to residents 
on the outside. In that way the limits 
of the settlements gradually are ed 
outward almost without being nocieed 

In time this process aroused the at- 
tention and then the antagonism of the 
Chinese, who perceived that foreigners 
cleverly were pushing their authority 
outward and beyond the limits set by‘ 
the treaties. I am not disposed to blame 
the foreigners for trying to do that. 
Progress moves by certain laws, and 
when these laws are subjected to arti- 
ficial repression and the obstinacy - of 
backward governments they inevitably, 
like @ stream, will seek to get around 
the obstruction. 

Nor is it a sufficient justification for 
the foreigners to show (as is the fact) 
that these road and other . extensions 
benefit Chinese more than foreigners by 
adding to the value of property and in 
other ways. 

For some years after these settlements 
first were created residence in them was 
Umited to foreigner but as time 
passed Chinese were allowed to live in 
them. This proved mutually so ben- 
eficial that more and more Chinese came 
and the original areas became congested. 
As the Chinese packed into the central 
areas the tendency of the foreigners 
7 se like room) was to move out to the 
edges. 

Property values steadily climbed, un- 
til it has come about that in order to 


get the room they want and to keep |. 


down living expenses the foreigners 
more and more are giving up the older 
parts of the settlements to the Chinese, 
who are accustomed to living in Gon- 
gested conditions, and are going farther 
out: where land is cheaper. .That in.so 
doing they would try to take with them 
their modern conveniences and their own 
police protection is only flatural.. I see 
in this process not so much a culated 
encroachment of the foreigners as the 
logical and probably the inevitable op- 
eration of political and economic forces. 

But the process finally has created an 


acute international issue which cannot |, 


much longer be temporized with.

Crowds Witness Attempt to 
Serve Court Order in Row 
of Russian Church. 


SHRIEKS COME FROM HOUSE

Prelate Is Not Found, but Threat |, 


is Made to: Arrest Him for ~ 
Contempt.

While. men, women and children with- 
in the building shrieked hysterically, 
groaned, protested and jabbed at the -in- 
truders with sticks, the heavy door to 
Bishop Adam Phillipovsky’s residence in 
the Russian Orthodox Cathedral of St. 
Nicholas, 15 East Ninety-seventh Street, 
was smashed in ‘with boards and 
hatchets last night in an attempt to 
serve upon Bishop Adam the order of 
Supreme Court Justice Levy to turn over 
the property to Archbishop. Platon 
Rodzestvensky. 

Knowing that an attempt was to be 
made to take possession of the church 
last night, hundreds of members 
gathered In Ninety-seventh Street and 
stood silently watching the procedure 
until policemen of the East 104th Street 
Station, under Captain\Loonan, and two 
automobile loads of ‘police reserves 
forced the crowd back to Fifth Avenue 
on the west and to Madison Avenue 
on the east. 

Although possession was not actually 
acquired, it was established that Bishop 
Adam still occupies the church in defi- 
ance of Justice Levy’s order. Bishop 
Adam and his attorney, Maurice B. 
Gluck of 9 Church Street, has been ad- 
judged in contempt of court bygJustice 
Levy for ousting Archbishop Platon with 
the aid of members of the Bomb Squad 


on July 1 in defiance of an injunction’ 


issued by Supreme Court Justice Tierney 
staying all proceedings in the litigation 
in which this church is involved. 

The formal-order putting into execu- 
tion Justice Levy’s decision that Gluck 
and Bishop Adam be fined $250 each 
and, in‘the event of their refusal to 
turn over the church property, be sent 
to jail for thirty days, was signed yes- 
terday and a copy served on Gluck. This 
order provided that if the property 
should be turned over within five hours 
after service of the order the jail. sen- 
tence would be remitted. It was served 
on Gluck at 3:35 P. M. yesterday. So, 
promptly at 8:35 P. M., five hours later, 
the demand was made for the church 
property. i 

Use Hatchet on Door: 


The order. was taken to the church by 
V. E.. Greaves, Secretary of the organ- 
ization that claims ownership of the 
property, and H. H. Shepherd of Battle, 
Vandiver, Levy & Vantine, who have 
been retafmed by Bishop Platon’s group 
in the divided church. They found the 
heavy iron gates of the church locked, 
an@ desiring to serve the order upon 
Bishop Adam in person, they’ went to 
the door of ‘the Bishop’s residence, 
which is a part of the church building. 

There was not a light in the church. 


Knocking on the door and repeated' pe 


rings brought no response. The house 
was silent, and the throng in the street 
without, -said to have been made up for 


the most part of Bishop Platon’s fol- 
lowers, was getting soaked by the hard 
rain. After waiting for thirty minutes, 
Mr. Shepherd asked Captain Loonan 
what his officers would do if he at- 
tempted to break in. Captain Loonan 
replied he could do nothing against 
Justice Levy’s order, hut that he would 
not permit his men to take any part in 
the attempted forced entry. 

Two hatchets were obtained from a 

store, and Mr. Greaves, Mr. 
Shepherd and a volunteer went to work. 
Another man tried to pry up one of the 
windows but the report was circulated 
that there were some twenty-odd persons 
inside and that they had several re- 
volvers. Meanwhile, fearing trouble, 

Captain Loonan ordered the waiting 
crowds without forced back to the near- 
est north and south streets on either 
side of the scene of the disturbance. 

en one panel had been hacked from 
the door the wailing within started in 
earnest. In good English a woman’s 
voice shouted ‘‘Go away from there.”’ 

Soon another panel yielded and a man 
tried to squeeze through and open the 
door from within. en sticks were 
brought into play by the besieged per- 
sons, and the hysterical moanings, 
shrieks and groans increased. Still no 
light showed within the building. 

Peeping through the apertures made 
by the hatchets and boards, policemen 
tried to expl@in to persons within that 
no harm was intended them and that, 
if some one would accept service of the 
order they would then be left in peace. 
But there came no answer and repeated 
demands to open the door were an- 
swered only with shrieks. 

It is a law of the Church that no 
woman shall enter the Bishop’s resi- 
dence, and there was a show of con- 
siderable excitement outside the build- 
ing when the women’s voices were 
heard. It was suggested that the house 
be entered and possession taken at once, 
but Mr. Shepherd advised that his pur- 
pose had been accomplished in that he 
had found out the church and residence 
were still occupied by Bishop Phil- 
lipovsky in defiance of the Court order. 

May Arrest Bishop. 

Mr. Greaves was in favor of taking 
possession but yielded to Mr. Shepherd 
and Captain Loonan, who said his men 
were there to preserve the peace and 
that to take possession at night and un- 
der such circumstances would: in all 
likelihood cause a riot in which innocent 
persons might be injured. 

Mr. Shepherd saia he will seek a war- 
rant of\commitment this morning from 
Justice Levy, and that the next step 
will be actually to take possession of the 

property, arrest the Bishop and Mr. 
Ginek and send them on their way to 
serve the thirty days to which they 
were sentenced in the event they should 
do what they actually did—refuse to 
surrender the church property. 

Captain Loonan detailed a special of- 
fieer. to remain on guard at the church 
all night. 

There has been trouble in the:Cathe- 
dral of St. Nicholas for some time. 
There are said to be two groups in the 

chureh, one made up of Russians and 
the other of ,Galicians. There is a 
dispute over the property of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church in America, said 
to be worth $28,000,000, and a dispute 
as to whether Bishop Adam or Arch- 
bishop Platon is the rigthful Metro- 
politan. There have been several dis- 
turbances in the Cathedral necessitating 
the presence of policemen to restore or- 


Bishop Adam ‘has said he will go to 
jail before he will relinquish possession 
of the church property. As a result of 
his attitude and the action last night; 
today’s developments are awaited with 
anxiety by his followers.

Lineman Gets 66,000 Volts and Lives 
ENFIELD, Mass., July 28 (#).—

Mwata-Yamvo, where the Pipers have 
lived for twelve. years, with but one 
brief furlough five years ago, is 1,200 
miles from the coast. It is Teached by 
a 2,600-mile rail journey from Cape 
Town to Elizabethville, the Congo capi- 
tal, followed by another railway journey 
to the railhead at Bugama. From Bu- 
kama to Mwata-Yamvo is a twenty-one- 
day 4g Fy, Fhe caravan. It is 500 miles 
from the orthern Rhodesian border, 
and 100 miles from the border of Angola, 
9 degrees south of the Equator, and -has 
an altitude of. 3,000 feet. With the ex- 
ception of two officials, at the Govérn- 

nt post at Kapanga, five miles away, 
the Pipers are the only whites in a na- 
tive~population of 45,000. 

Dr. Piper said the natives were known 
as the Luunda tribe’ and were of the 
Bantu stock. They worship fetishes and 
obey witch doctors. They desire the re- 
turn of the old days when every man 
had twelve wives, could drink all he 
ented and.paid no taxes, Dr. Piper 
said. \ x 

Mrs. Piper said thatsome of. the 
blacks she met wore ‘‘beads, palm oil 
and sunshine,’’ while some of the white 
women she had seen since leaving Af- 
rica had worn ‘‘paint, powder and sug- 
gestion.’’ She added that the barbar- 
ous dances of the jungle. women could 
not. be compared with the dancing of 
the white passengers she saw on the 
ship from Cape Town to England. She 
made her two girls retire early each 
night, she said, so that they might not 
observe the immoral modern dances. 

The entire family were yellowed and 
listless from the malaria which attacks 
all white men in. the Congo’ jungles. 
Taking five grains of quinine a day has 
been their custom for years, and the 
children were fed quinine from the age 
of two weeks. Drainage of compowmds, 
and mosquito-proof houseS,are powerless 
to protect them from this scourge, they 
said. Of the children, Ruth, born in 
1915, was the first white baby born ‘in 
that section of the Congo. On her birth 
she received the name of Mutuba and 
the gift of a bull-calf fro the local 
chief. The baby, Margaret, born in 1920, 
is making her first trip to civilization. 

Dr. Piper said that sleeping-sickness 
and leprosy .were the scourge of the 
district, 4 per cent. of the population 
being lepers. No attempt was made to 
segregate the lepers, he declared, and 
only sporadic efforts were made to re- 
lieve them: : 

“Although the germ of sleeping-sick- 
hess is known,’’ he said, ‘hitherto no 
great progress has been made in fighting 
the disease. The Government tries to 
see that the natives do not live in the. 
sleeping-sickness belt along streams and 
rivérs where the carrier, the tsetse fly, 
breeds. For the same reason attempts 
are made to keep the villages clean. 

“Fhe two drugs we have used have 
not beén successful. ‘They don’t cure, 
but merely delay death. They are 
atoxyl, injected intermuscularly, and 
tartar emetic,- which is given intrave- 
nously. 

‘“Three cures are now in existence and 
give definite hope for the future. They 
are the German preparation known as 
Bayer 208, a’ Rockefeller Institute prepa- 
ration called trypanafsamide, and a 
French specific. “These are not yet in 
general use, but I hope to adopt thém 
ween I get back.

COME TO SELL COCOA CROP. 


Gold Coast Planters Would Deal 
With America, Agents Say. 


E. Tackey-Otoo and Emmanuel Victor 
Akrofi, representatives of the Gold Coast 
Farmers’ Association, a cooperative or- 
ganization of the cocoa growers in the 
British Gold Coast, colony, arrived yes- 
terday from Accra on the Cunard liner 
Samaria ‘to complete financing and mar- 


keting arrangements for the Gold Coast 
cocga crop, of 80,000 tons, which is one- 
third of the world’s supply of this com- 
modity. 

Mr. Akrofi, who is Secretary of the 
association, visited New York last year 
with a sample consignment of 200 tons 
of cocoa, and later sent a total of 10,000 
tons, valued at $2,500,000, to the asso- 
ciation’s agents, the African Cocoa and 
Mahogany Company, 27 William Street. 

Buyers for British concerns have bid 
down the price from £3 15s per load te 
8s, according to the Gold Coast planters, 
and refuse to deal with the cooperatives. 
The cocoa industry on the Gold Coast is 
entirely in the hands of the negroes, who 
now hope to deal directly with American 
buyers in order to obtain a fair return 
on their crop. . ;

PAYING FOR SKILLED -SERVICE. 

‘ Counsel fees and banking commis- 

sions in railway .reorganization cases 

vary greatly. So does the intricacy of 
the questions involved, the time over 
which the labor extends, the amount 
of capital, the risk -of loss. . For ex- 
ample, the work of getting the Missou- 
ri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company 
out of the hands of a receiver lasted 
for six years. From the first there 
was an agreement by the recrganiza- 
tion syndicate that the amount allowed 
for expenses, profits and legal work 
should b@tixed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. That. tribunal, 
after full hearing and ‘deliberation, cut 
down the sum claimed by over $800,- 

000, -while still allowing - $900,000 to 

the reorganization managers and $600, - 

000 as counsel fees. From this award 

Commissioner EastTMan. strongly. dis- 

sents on the ground’ that it is atill 

exorbitant. 

Most people: will be willing to follow 
the judgment of the Interstate. Com- 
merce Commission. But.even if-it was 
wrong, some of the positions taken by 
Commissioner EasTMAN are indefensi- 


‘| ble. He admits that the reorganization 


of this railway property involved “a 
great many complexities, both finan- 
“ cial and legal, and was a task requir- 
25 ing long and patient perseverance 
“and a higher order ef experience and 
“ ability.’’ Moreover, he concedes that 
the work of the two banking houses 
had to’ be done in the face of *‘ some 
“ risk of loss of profits in the event of 
“ failure or partial failure of the plan.’’ 
In other words,’ Mr. EastMaN makes 
out a clear case of uncommonly skill- 
ful service done for the railway stock- 
holders. Yet he demurs paying the 
rate which the higher skill is entitled 
to demand. He indulges in some 
rather cheap talk about a lawyer 
charging $500 a day who. would prob- 
ably think it outrageous. ‘for a plas- 
terer to insist upon getting $15 a day. 

It is pure assumption that the lawyer 
would object to paying such wases if 
he thought of them as paid to indis- 
pensable skilled labor. It is not the 
rate per day that counts, but the ser- 
vice rendered. People do not stop to 
ask how the fee of a great surgeon 
would work out on an hourly basis; , 
they only think of getting the best) 
man to do a critical operation. And it 
might easily be shortsighted economy, 
resulting in loss, if the stockholders of 
a railway in. bankruptcy: were to resort 
to second-class lawyers and a banking 
house. not ‘well known: But tf they 
get railway lawyers of the. first: order 
and bankers whose name is a synonym 
of success, they have to pay the price. 
That fs done in all walks of life, and it 
is done constantly in railway receiver- 
ships. 

The cost of reorganization undoubt- 
edly seems in some instances to. be 
very high. In the case referred to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ef- 
fected a marked reduction. All will 
agree with Commissioner Eastman 
that if some ‘less expensive method of 
reorganization could. be devised it 
would be.a good thing for both the 
stockholders and the public. But fail- 
ing any ‘such alternative ‘plan, it is 
foolish to rail at high charges mace for 
the highest kind of service.

Says Mr. Surman: 

I venture to offer the opinion’ * ® © 
that. the qualities and character of 
ABD-EL-Krmm and his associates are 
formidably high, as high as those of 
MustTaPHa KgMAat PasHa and his asso- 
clates; and that any underestimation 
of their force’ would be fatal to the 
European course in North Africa. 

What Asp-gt-Krimm seeks in a: peace 
Settlement can ‘be obtained only if 
Spain is willing to make large conces- 
sions. In effect she would have to 
abandon her North African empire, 
with the éxception of Ceuta and 
Melilla: aud a few other points on the 
coast. The remainder of what is now 
Spanish Morocco, together with a 
small adjoining’ portion- of French 
Morocco, would pass under the com- 
plete control of ABD-ELAKRIm. Spain, 
though losing heavily ‘in prestige, 
would gain in being relievéd of a terri- 
tory which has yearly cost her millions 
of pesetas and the lives of many sol- 
diers. France, though strongly de- 
siring peace, fears to lose prestige if 
‘she yields too readily. She has in 
‘mind the reaction in the neighboring 
\territory of Algiers, largely inhabited 
by Islamic peoples. Should Asp-zL- 
Krim, now a leader in a ‘‘Holy War,’’ 
use this power to stir up the Algerian 
tribesmen, he might well cause the 
French serious embarrassment. 

Judging by his willingness to discuss 
mining concessions with Germans and 
with the English, Asp-EL-Krim is suf- 
ficiently aware of the cross-currents in 
European politics to be able to make 
full use of his position when the in- 
ternational conference is called. His 
sphere is not so great as that of 
MUSTAPHA KeMAL, but he may prove 
to be’ as formidable an antagonist. 
He is, indeed, a different sort of per- 
son from the traditional Arab tribes- 
man whose sole skill is in the art of 
guerrilla warfare. 


NO PATRON OF THE ARTIST. 


‘An Italian actress in the company 
playing PIRANDELLO in -London lately 
returned to the stage, as is the custom 
of her country,.to bow her acknowl- 
edgment of applause, and Mr. A. B. 
Wax .er found himself.“ jolted out of 
the imaginary’ into the real world.’’ 
TThe result was an inquiry into the 
nature of dramatic illusion and the 
artistic superiority of England. or 
Italy. He ruled out the question of 
theatric delusion, as that of the cow- 
boy who cried out to the Lady Anne 
when a Texas Richard was wooing 
her: “Don’t you believe him, marm! 
‘* He’s two Mexican wives down in San’ 
“ Antonio.’’. Experienced. playgoers 
“have a kind of double conscious- 
ness.’’ They. know the people are 
only actors; yet they frequently are, 
and always prefer to be, profoundly 
moved by what they say and do. 
What does it mean that English audi- 
ences keep these two consciousnesses 
separate? 

It is by no means certain that they 
do. Not infrequently a favorite player 
is applauded on ay entrance. .In- 
wardly delighted, he stands for a mo- 
ment in feigned unconsciousness, then 
briefly bows, as if humbly tegging at- 
tention to other actors' and the. play. 
His double consciousness has a curi- 
ous resemblance to what folk on the 
Continent call English hypocrisy. In 
the old Shakespearean days thé ma- 
noeuvre was elaborated into what was 
known as “taking the corner."* Thus 
Jaques, having spoken his piece about 
the Seven Ages would make a sweep- 
ing gesture of. finality,. pass from the 
centre of the stage to the foot of the 
proscenium arch, perhaps gravely 
Pirouetting as he did so, and there, in 
the’ second most prominent place on 
the stage, take on an air of entreating 
attention for his fellows. The infallible 
result Was a burst of applause de- 
manding another bow and perhaps an- 
other. What chance had the’ poor 
player who spoke next? Veterans rew 
late that this abuse was ended only by 
a conspiracy to send to Coventry the 
abominable wretch guilty of it. 

Yet indubitably there is an artistic 
difference . between the English and 
the Italian mood. . WALKLEY puts.

* What of it? Mr. Rooseve.t was ir- 
regular. If Mr. Tayr had been irreg- 
ular, Mr. Mutvang, though a Yale 
man, would have forsworn him.

MULVANE would have been heart and 
soul and voice for Mr. Rooskrvert, for 
three terms, for six terms, if neces- 
sary; though he himself, eminent in 
business as in the law, may have 


looked not unkindly on malefactors of 


great wealth. Besides, Mr. Wurrs’s 
accomplices. forget that Davi has 
grown. Whatever he said in 1912, in 
1925. he says that ‘‘ there is nothing 
‘*in this third-term -position if the 
‘people want a man to represent 
‘*them.’* Evidently, Mr. Rooseve.t 
was more than that in Mr. MuLvaNnn’s 
estimation; but if he had been seven 
archangels condended in one Mr. MuL- 
vane could do no businegs with him. 
A third-term ampition is only permis- 
sible, only meritorious, if it is backed 
by the machine. Mr. Murvane doesn’t 
deserve these scoffs of peevish Em- 
poria. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Some large and com- 
plicated questions of 
ethnology and geogra- 
phy have been raised 
out in Oregon by the at- 
tempt there of. the Federal officials to 
secure the annulment of naturalization 
papers issued -to-one TaTos O. Carto- 
ZIAN, an Armenian and member of a 
rug firm in Portland. 

The contention of the Govieiiindss is 
that the Armenians are ‘‘Asiatics,’’ and 
therefore ineligible for naturalization, 
but Federal Judge C. EB. Wotverron has 
decided that this point is not well taken. 
The Government is expected to appeal 
to the Supreme Court, but for the pres- 
ent the situation is held to be “a vic-. 
tory for the Asia Minor peoples.’’

Ones of the most useful movements fn 
the whole field of American education 
has recently developed on ‘the farm, It 
is called “Farm Demonstration.” Over 
two thousand’ counties now employ ‘the 
“County Agent.”” Usually he is a grad- 
uate of a State agricultural college. His 
work is directed-by the college agricul-, 
tural extension department and he ts 
pald under a system. which combines the 


‘When a county agent begins his work 
in a new territory he first cally on sev- 
eral farmers’ whom he selécts bécause 
of ‘their teputation for intelligence and 
efficiency. He asks them to. cultivate 
under his direction a field, or perhaps 
only an ‘acre, of land. If a farmer 
agrees to cooperate, his work is super- 
vised. The most approved and scientific 
methods of farm practice are employed. 
The seed is carefully selected. Scienti- 
fic fertilization is applied. The result 
is, almost without exception, that the 
amount of the crop is greatly increased. 
If forty bushels of corn are produced 
in comparison with twenty in an ad- 
joining field, or a bale of cotton instead 
of half a bale, then the work. of the 
demonstrator for the following season 
is rendered . The neighboring farm- 
ers readily fall. into. line. e 

It is difficult for the average man fn 
= city, at first reading, to grasp the 

full significance of the new agricultural 
education. It is not too much to say 
that it is regenerating our agricultural 
methods, It is now setting itself reso- 
lutely to the far greater task of build- 
ing up farm cooperation. The county 
agent supplies that great want of the 
countryside, the need of a trained agri- 
cultural leadership, j 

The founder and practical exponent of 
this method was the late Dr. Seaman A. 
Knapp, who died in 1911. - Among those 
who know his work this man is now 
coming to be looked upon as one of the 
most distinguished public servants in the 
history of our country, His biography 
and his writings deserve to. be read 
along’ with those of. our very greatest 
statesmen. If our small farmers. are 
finally saved ‘and brought into the new 
age as a class of independent ctizens; 
if, indeed, they are to remain the founda- 
tion of our American democracy, we 
shall have this remarkable ney to thank 
most for the result. 

Dr. Knapp long had the outline of this 
educational system formed in his mind. 
Then, in 1903, opportunity knocked at 
his door. In that year he was placed 
by the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture in charge:of the anti-boll weevil 
forces in Texas. His methods there 
proved to be more succesSful than any 


ethers which were tried. Then the Gen- 


eral Education Board made it possible 
for him to organize his new educational 
system more generally throughout the 
South. Numbers of agents began to 
demonstrate the growth. of a variety of 
field crops. In 1914 the passage of the 
Smith-Lever act placéd an appropriation 
of the. Federal Government and the 
forces of the Department of Agriculture 
behind this movement. Since that date 
it has developed th a rapidity and a 
success which are no less-surprising than 
they are encouraging. The benefits of the 
agricultural college have been at last 
successfully’ carried to the farm. More 
recently the farm demonstrator has been 
followed by the home demonstrator. 
This is a woman county agent ‘who 
teaches domestic science to the farmer’s 
wife and daughter. This modern do- 
meéstic science school, like its agri- 
cultural. counterpart, thus aims to em- 
brace all the rural homes of the coun- 
tryside. At present a total of 798 coun- 
ties are served by home agents. 

It is evident that this work in‘ house- 
keeping education. requires the utmost 
tact. Our American women everywhere 
have a perfectly good opinion of their 
domestic knowledge and art. So this 
educational advance is being made in- 
directly, as with much of the Work of 
the farm agent, a organizing

Mr. Bancroft became ill. early in July 
at Karuizawa where he was spending 
the Summer and was obliged to abandon 
his daily golf. He refused to consider 
the ailment serious or to calla doctor, 
but Edwin Li. Neville, First Secretary 
ofthe Embassy, arranged for Dr. R.

Mr. Bancroft, the latter believing it was 
merely a friendly call, on July 11.

Died in Karuizawa at 67 Years. 





Bancroft’s nursing. On July 18 Dr. 
Teusler issued a bulletin that Mr. Ban- 
croft was suffering from small duo- 
denal ulcers and required absolute quiet. 

With the exception of* two hemor- 
rhages, Mr. Bancroft’s condition had re- 
mained practically the same for ten 
days, the doctor reporting daily that the 
patient showed slight improvement and 
was taking a little more nourishment. 

Dr. Teusler returned to Tokio three 
days ago, Mr. Bancroft. being appar- 
ently better. Yesterday Mr. Bancroft 
became worse and Mr. Neville wired 
‘for Dr. Teusler but .no train was avail- 
able. The funeral arrangements are 
not yet made .but will probably follow 
on the same line of those for Ambds- 
sador Guthrie who died here in March, 
1917. He received the military honors, 
the body being returned to America 
on a Japanese warship. 


Expert on Race Problems.- 

Mr. Bancroft, who became United 
States Ambassador to Japan‘on Aug. 
27, 1924, never had hel& a. public office 
previously. Throughout his long Career 
as one of Chicago’s most successful 
lawyers, however, he had engaged in 
public affairs, greatly distinguishing 
himself for his sympathetic and intelli- 
gent understanding. when ,appointed 
Chairman of the Chicago Race Commis- 
sion by Governor Lowden to investigate 
the Chicago race riots, The commission 
consisted of six whites and six negroes. 

The exhaustive report whigh this body 
drew up is considered an authoritative 
work on race prejucice and race rela- 
tions. It was one of the factors in the 
selection of Mr. Bancroft for a position 
requiring such a clear comprehension 
of racial problems as that of Ambas- 
sador to Japan. 

The Ambassador was born Nov. 20, 
1857, at Galesburg, Ill.; descendant of 
a family founded oe Thomas Bancroft, 
who: landed in New England in 1640. 
From his family came Aaron Bancroft, 
biographer of Washington, while Fred- 

éric Bancroft, the historian, was the 
Ambassador’s brother. On the maternal 
Side, the Ambassador’s grandfather, 
‘Thomas Blair, was a soldier in the War 


of 1812 and a pioneer settler of Illinois

HEMORRHAGE CAUSED DEATH. 


Bancroft’s Passing g Great Loss to 
United States, Keltogs Says. 
: Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Khe death 
of Fdgar Addison Bancroft, the Amer- 
ican’ Ambassador to Japan, was official- 
ly reported to Secretary Kellogg today 
in a cablegram from the American Em- 
bassy at Tokio, which stated that the 
Ambassador died at ‘9 50 0 "clock 
Wednesday, July 29," Japanese time, at 
Karuizawa, of an intestinal hemorrhage. 

Mr, Bancroft was: taken ill at Karui- 
Zawa, @ mountain resort in Central 
Japan, about three weeks ago. He was 
believed at first.to have suffered an at- 
tack of indigestion, from which he was 
a chronic sufferer, but his malady was 
later diagnosed as a duodenal ulcér. Mr. 
Bancroft was attended by Tokio phy- 
sicians, who were aided by Dr. William 
Gerry: Morgan,.a Washington stomach 
specialist, who was consulted by cable 
regarding the Ambassador’s condition. 

Later in the day Secretary Kellogg 
made the following announcement: 

“It is with the deepest regret that I 
have to anfounce that the Department 
of State is in-receipt of a cable: from 
the American Embassy at Tokio to the 
effect that the Ambagsador, Mr. Edgar 
A.- Bancroft, died on the evening of 
Tuesday at Karuizawa from hemorrhage 
of the duodenum. Mr. Bancroft’s death 
is a great loss to the Government of the 
United States, because of the high 
esteem in which he was. held by the 
Japanese officials and people. It: is 
also a great personal loss to me, as we 


were intimate friends of many years’ 
standing.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 28.—Pres- 
ident Coolidg®, in a conference with 
newspaper men today, was insistent that 
the depression in the textile industry in 
New England obtained only in some lo- 
ealities and was not general. The Presi-

Dolby, another Wittner lawyer, that be- 
fore he would consider any other fea- 
ture of the case, Wittner’s claim to sue 
as a Federal taxpayer must be dis- 
posed of.

Report Deciares for Mininium Wage! 


but by Negotiation—Conference

LONDON, ‘July 28.—The two outstand- 
ing features of the coal crisis ‘today 
were the conference of Prime Minister 
Baldwin with the Committee of the Min- 
ing Association and the publication of 
the report on the conflict between the 
mine owners and the miners issued this 

evening by the Government Court of In- 
quiry. Only four days are now left be- 
fore the:date set by the miners for quit- 
ting work; hence every move in the dis- 
pute is followed here with breathless in- 
terest, 

The talk between -the. Prime . Minister 


and the Committee of the: Mining. As-: 


sociation lasted two hours. -It-is-under- 
stood that Mr. Baldwin suggested that 
for the time being the ‘notices by the 
mine owners to the miners which ‘were 
to become. effective July: 31 should be 
disregarded. If this occurs, it © will 


doubtless mean that the miners will not|. 


go on strike Aug. 1 as they had threai- 
ened as result of the notices. 

There will be another conference to- 
morrow “morning. between ‘the Prime 
Minister and the executive’ officers’ of 
the Miners’ Federation.” Speaking gen- 
erally the outlook today was roster, 

It was reported this afternoon that 
the coal owners had agreed to withdraw 
their notices to the miners and like- 
wise \their proposals for new wage and 
hour agreements—which the miners have 
indignantly rejected—provided the Gov- 
ernment proposals for helping “the coal 
industry through a period of further 
negotiations are accepted by both sides. 
This is construed by optimists to mean 
that the danger of a strike is entirely 
averted. 


Expect Govermment Loan to Inddstry. 


The report isted. today that the 
Prime Minister’s\scheme for solving the 
difficulties between the mine owners 
and the miners was to grant:a Govern- 
ment loan to be repaid when: the coal 
industry had sufficiently recovered. If 
adopted, this solution would seem to fit 
in well with some of the conclusions 
reached in the report of the Court of 
‘Inquiry, hich was issued tonight. 

The members of the court—H. P. Mac- 
Millan, . Sherwood. and Sir Josiah 
Stamp—obviously aimed at scrupulous 
impartiality, with the result that-the re- 
port was worded with extreme caution. 
They .emphasized the fact that they 
were forced to act most hurriedly, hav- 
ing had only four days for actual in- 
quiry and having’ drafted the report 
within a week after assu ing their task. 


. Conclusion of Inquiry Court. ; 


The conclusions arrived at by them 
may .be stimmarized.as follows: 

‘“‘We are satisfied that the workers are 
justified in claiming that any wage 
agreement they can be asked to acgept 
should provide for a minimum wage. 


What’ this ,minimum: should.-be. is a 
matter for-negotiation between the par- 
ties 

“We do not think that a method of 
fixing wages- which allows of their in- 
definite. diminution cam be regarded as 
satisfactory. ht Se aba 

“The claim that wages must be the 
first charge on the proceeds of in- 
dustries is a contentious and an ambigu- 
ous one, If the meaning be that wages 
at some agreed minimum rate must in 
practiée be charged before profits are 
taken, we concur in that view. 

*‘We ‘venture to think that there is 
considerable room for improving the ef- 
ficiency of the industry as a whole and 
‘In this way affording some aid to. its 
economic position. 

“Further collective action on the part 
of the collieries would enable facilities 
and resources to be wu in common to 
a gfeater advantage and would promote 
economic working. 

“It ise also for consideration whether 
the industry should remain in isolation 
or whether by its coordination with 
other enterprises better results might 
not be obtained. 

“The increased cost of the transport 
and shipment of coal is a factor merit- 
ing investigation. 

“Improvement in the distribution of 
coal would-result from lowering. the price 
to all classes. of consumers and might 
have a considerable effect in stimulating 
demand. - 

“The question of the continuance of 
the royalty system on its present basis 
is’ important in its relation to the. pro- 
motion ‘of. good-will. 

‘We have not had the advantage of 
eVidence upon any of these or similar 
matters, but we cannot believe that there 
is no room for improvement in the man- 
agement or organization and develop- 
ment. of the industry or that no allevia- 
tion is to be found in these directions. .

The miners demanded to know the 
‘sums being spent for advertising, claim- 
ing that if such moneys were employed 
in increasing wages it would mean con- 
tinued peace in the industry. 

The operators-replied that the cost of 
the advertising ‘was infinitesimal, 
amounting perhaps to a. few mills per 
ton of coal. To allay the fears of the 
miners that the price of coal would be 
affected by the advertising costs, the 
operators promised to charge the item 


up to profit and loss and not to coal pro- 
duction costs. 


See a Break Coming. 


A break may come ‘in the negotia- 
tions in'a few days. The miners have 
been hoping that the operators would 
bring to the joint conferences their. two 
big guns, Samuel D. ‘Warriner of the 
Lelfigh Coal and Navigation Company 
and: W.:J. Richards of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron Company. It 
had been asstimed by the union officials 
that the two veterans of past: coal con- 


ferences would eventually take part in 
the proceedings. On behalf of the oper- 
ators it was stated emphatically. and 
without reservation today that:Mr. War- 
riner and Mr. Richards would not par- 
ticipate in the conferences; that, they 
were out for good and that they could 
not be induced again to take up the 
arduous task of negotiating ; anew wage 
agreement. 

It was said that Mrs. Warriner’ had 
exacted a promise from her husband 
that he would never again take. part in 
joint coal conferences and that a similar 
promise had been made by Mr. Rich- 
ards to his family. The two leaders of 
the industry are quoted as saying that 


years of negotiation in which they bore 
the brunt of the work for the operators. 

Although no formal demand has been 
made by the miners for the return of 
Warriner and Richards to the confer- 
ence room, it is possible that one may 
be fqrthcoming later in the’ week. Re-

HIT THE CONSUMER 
Coffee and Automobile Tires Are 


Cited as Outstanding Com- 
modities in the List.

The American consumer is experienc- 
ing the effects of ‘high prices which gov- 
erned leading imports into this country 
for the first quarter of 1925, says a re- 
port just issued by the Foreign Com- 
merce Department of the Chamber of 


Commerce of'the United States. Coffee 
and automobile tires are two outstanding 
commodities listed by the. department as 
aving been affected by increased prices. 

‘While the price of sugar was low in 
the first quarter,’’ the report says, ‘‘cof- 
fee was dicidedly. high; and tea and co- 
coa, though more modest than coffee, 
were on higher price levels than last 
year. Rubber had already started on its 
flight to high-price ranges, and tin, 
sisal, wool and hides and skins figure 
among the other commodities higher in 
brice this year than last. 

“With the drop in the price of: cane 
sugar, its rival, raw silk, with*a value 
of $5,000,000, moved into first place 
SS oor the imports, making a gain of 

$8,000,000, or 11 per cent. in value and 
41 per cent. in Bc « her A 40 per cent. 
increase in th ue of coffee placed 
that Sakenodiny also ahead of sugar, 
which’ dropped to third place.for the first 
time in years. Our coffee imports for 
the first quarter of 1925 were 14 per cent.

Rainfall of over 2 inches at Amarillo, 
Texas, brought enough cotton on the 
market to ease prices yesterday and a 
loss of 33 to 86 points was shown at the 
close. While very little relief occurred 
in drought regions of the Southwest and 
later details indicated rainfall had been 
unimportant, showers at nearly every 
station in Oklahoma influenced senti- 
ment throughout the session. After an 
early decline, which carried the list off 
$3 a bale from high levels of Monday, 
the market resisted further pressure and 
at one. time recovered’ 20 points. Late 
trading ‘was dominated by private re- 
ports of additional ‘moisture in Oklahoma 
on one hand and the possibility of a 
favorable settlement of the English coal 
strike on the other. 

Only eight out of the sixty stations in 
Oklahoma reported precipitation and all 
less than an inch. In Oklahoma, how- 
ever, seventéen out of the: nineteen sta- 
tions sending reports during the day 
showed. showers, though all received 
less than an inch as the total for the 
twenty-four hours. The heaviest pre- 
cipitation occurred in Arkansas, where 
recent rainfall has been sufficient for 
immediate requirement. Temperatures 
both in the Southwest and in Eastern 
sections continued high but cooler 
weather was’ predicted for Texas anji 
Oklahoma today. 

The decline of 10 English points in for- 
eign prices and reports of , benificial 
moisture in Oklahoma caused an open- 
ing decline of 20 to 25 points. The fea- 
ture of early trading was the purchase 
of a block of 20,000 of January by the 
same brokers, who sold 10,000 October 
at 24.75 on Thursday and another.

Sheldon R. Coonts, director 
of gales and advertising for Gimbel 
Brothers, and Alfred P. Boehm, direc- 
tor of B. Altman & Co., declared that 
their stores would not advertise lece 
made in any other country as Irish lace. 

This testimony was brought out in re- 
ply to contentions of lace dealers at 
previous hearings that Irish lace meant 
@ certain type of lace sold under this 
name, but that it could be manufactured 
in China, France, Belgium, the Philip- 
pines and the United States. 

The Federal Trade Commission's ac- 
tion was brought about by complaints 
on the part of Lindsay Crawford, trade 
representative here of the Irish Free 
State. The action is a test case and is 
brought against Bardwil Brothers, lace 
dealers. The complaints allege that lace 
imported from China by the respondents 
resembles Irish lace in pattern, design 
and general appearance; is inferior in 
‘workmanship, quality and value and has 
been, and now is, sold at prices much 
less than the ‘‘genuine.”’ 

The Irish Free State office at 1 Broad- 
way issued a statement yesterday, say- 
ing: ; 

“For many years certain Irish prod- 


ucts have by their superior merit es na 
lished a high reputation. Taking adva 
tage of this, unscrupulous aawatectur. 
ers offer for sale ‘Irish Poplin’ that is 
made m cotton instead of best wool 
and 8 ‘Irish Mackerel’ that never 
saw Irish waters, ‘Irish Bacon’ made 
from American hogs in an American 
packing house and the trade-mark of 
which — ‘Irish Bacon’ —is registered at 
Washington. 

The complaints at the present hear- 
ing before the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion relate to Chinese lace imported into 
the United States and advertised and 
sold as ‘Irish lace,’ ‘real-irish lace,’ &c,
